lived in West End. | 

Confronted by officers with the 
Davis confession, Gibson, who has 
been held a: a suspect in the Hender- 
son case since February 21, contess- 
ed late Sunday night to killing Me- 
(jee. Both negraés are-being held in 
Fulton tower on murder charges. 

Davis’ confession came at the 
end of a long grilling by Lieutenant 
W. A. Wells, Captain J. C. Oliver, 
Patrolman Jack Carroll and Ual 
Cates, of county police, and UCap- 
tain W. J. Joyner, Fulton county 
deputy sheriff, who began question- 
ing the suspect following his sensa- 
tional arrest in an unoccupied house 
on the Campbellton road Sunday 
morning. 

Sought in Stanley Death. 

Although less serious charges had 
been piled up against him in the 
previous 24 hours, officers primarily 
sought Davis in connection with the 
killing, Friday. of the elderly Rock- 
dale county farmer whose body was 
found buried beneath straw. He had 
been arrested after a chase by sev- 
eral hundred citizens of West End 
and after the Rev. A. C. Peacock, 
informed that a suspect had been seen 
in the neighborhood with -a shotgun, 
had adjourned church services and 
sent the men of the congregation home 
after their guns.. 

County police Sunday night said 
that Davis’ confession to the slaying 
of Mrs. Henderson, the shooting of 
her husband and the all but fatal 
clubbing of their 2-year-old son with 
the stock of the shotgun fired at the 
parents, came “out of a clear sky.” 


Confession Is Surprise.

Davis, with charges of attempted 
murder, robbery and burglary against 


him, had denied any connection or | 


knowledge of the Stanley killing. 
Confronted with Emmett Gibson,

MIAMI, Fla., March 6 (Monday.) 
(P)—Physicians of Mayor Anton Cer- 
mak tonight relinquished hope for his 
life. 

In a bulletin issued at 12:30 a. m. 
the physicians said that Mayor Cer- 
mak was in a condition of coma and 
that he probably would live only a) 
few hours. 

The bulletin said Mr. Cermak was 
“failing rapidly.” 

The bulletin was issued to news- 
papermen standing outside the may- 
or’s combination room and sun porch 
several hours after a third blood 
transfusion had been administered in 
un attempt to save the mayor's life. 

His right lung, punctured on the 
night of February 15 by a bullet fired 
from the pistol of the assassin, Giu- 
seppe aangara. was aspirated -yester- 
day as physicians sought further in- 
formation as to his condition. 

They said that they found an occur- 
ring gangrencus condition, basing their 
findings on the presence in the lungs 
of “foul gas”’ They said they found 
no pus in the lung cavity. 

The third blood transfusion was 
given Mr. Cermak this afternoon In a 
desperate attempt to save his life. 

The Cermak family was summoned 
to the bedside of Mayor Anton Cer- 
mak shortly after 11 p. m. 

Whether there had been a sudden 
turn in the mayor's illness was not. 
revealed. | 

The mayor was said not to have} 
recognized members of the family. | 
Mrs. Floyd Kinlay, one daughter, was 
said to have stroked the mayor’s head 
saying “this is Helen.” Cermak, it 
was said, only mumbled.

Germany is now well on the way 
to fascist dictatorship. Chancellor 
Hitler, by the vote of the people, has 
been given the legal tools to annihi- 
late the last vestiges of the democracy 
which he considers a failure. 

The nazis alone will command near- 


ly 44 per cent of the votes in the new 


reichstag and can dictate to their na- 
tionalist co-workers in the govern- 
ment what must be done to shajpe a 
new Germany in accordance’ with 
nazi ideals. 
Ban on Communists. 
As the nazis in their pre-election 


‘campaign left no doubt that the com- 
‘'munist deputies would never be allow-

Cancellor Hitler will in fact command 
a majority in the new reichstag. 

The cabinet assembled after mid- 
night to adopt an “appeal to the Ger- 
man people.” and Chancellor Hitler 
exepressed himself as unusually well 
pleased with the outcome. He said 
that -an indorsement of a cabinet of 
national concentration by more than 
20,000,000 voters—that is the ballot 
totals of the national socialists and 
‘.e nationalists—was an unheard of 
thing. 

In Prussia, which elected a state 
diet yesterday. the nazi victory was 
equally sweeping. Thus in both the 
reich and in its largest state no popu- 
lar election may be expected for a 
long time to come.

The general appropriations Dill, 
carrying approximately $10,000,000 
for each of the years 1934 and 1935, 
has been adopted by the house, sitting 
as a commitee of the whole, 93 to 45, 
but a fight against it is expected 
today when it is due to come up for 
action of the house proper. 

Representative Lanier, of Rich- 
mond, served notice last week that 
he would seek to get the house to de- 
feat the bill and hold up its passage 
until after the crops have been gath- 
ered in Georgia and a more accurate 
picture of the state’s economic condi- 
tion may be seen, 

Meanwhile, appointment of another 
conference committee to work out a 
compromise automobile license tag bill 
is expected today. It will be the 
fourth committee to tackle the job,

Citizens Chuckle and Try 
to Remember the Days 
of 1907. 


NEW YORK, March 5.—(#)—lIts 
ready cash supply suddenly cut off 
by banking holidays, the nation today 
in a sportive vein was carrying on 
much as usual with scrip, credit’ and 
I. O. U.’s as the medium of exchange 
—and getting many a chuckle out 
of it. 

To the man in the street and the 
woman in the home, the virtual na- 
tion-wide shutting down of banks was 
something of a diverting novelty. It 
became somewhat of a game with each 
person striving to outdo the other 
with his tale of the $20 he couldn't 
change or the few cents in his pockets 
when the moratorium was clamped 
down. 

Merchants generally reported Sat- 
urday’s business as good as usual, 
credit for the most part taking the 
place of cash. 

In the larger stores checks for the 
exact amount of the purchases were 
accepted, and in the neighborhood 
stores merchants were readily put- 
ting it “on the cuff” for their regular 
customers. 

A person without cash could even 
attend the movies, several of the larger 
houses accepting checks in payment 
for admission. 

A lack of small change was no ex- 
cuse from attending church services 
in some cities. At E] Paso, Texas, the 
First Baptist church arranged to ac- 
cept I. O. U.’s on the collection plate, 
while at Milwaukee, Wis., the West 
Allis Presbyterian church provided 
free gasoline and oil to all worshipers 
with the collection baskets placed in 
an obscure spot to avoid embarrass- 
ment to the changeless. . 

In Chicago the surface lines with 
a seven-cent fare feared their avail- 
able supply of pennies might not last, 
with $4,000 in pennies required a 
day. But in New York no difficulty 
was anticipated by the subways’ in 
providing nickels for the turnstile 
users. The Interborough with $75,000 
on hand in change and the Brookln- 
Manhattan with $140,000 said they 
could take care of all comers. 

In most cities arrangements were 
being made by clearing house associa- 
tions to issue certificates to meet pay- 
rolls, merchants agreeing to accept 
them as cash. 

Political Washington, ready to voice 
its views of nearly. any happening, 
was remarkably reticent tonight when 
confronted with what almost everyone 
conceded to be the most important 
presidential action since the World 
War.

Roosevelt Worships in Prelude 
To First Day as Chief Executive

In his prayer—the only departure 
from the regular first Sunday in Lent 
ritual—Dr. C. Ernest’ Smith, St. 
Thomas gray-haired rector, prayed

“Whereas these conditions have 
created a national emergency; and 
“Whereas it is in the best interests 


of all bank depositors that a period 


of respite be provided with a view to 
preventing further hoarding of coin, 
bullion or currency or speculation in 
foreign exchange and permitting the 
application of appropriate measures 
to protect the interests of our people:

“Whereas it is. provided in section 
5 (B) of the act of October 6, 1917,

WILL STOP FLOW

Calls Congress To Meet 
Thursday; Order Con- 
templates Temporary 
Scrip Issuance. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—(4)— 
Dramatically clothing himself with 
war-time authority, President Roose- 
velt tonight proclaimed a four-day 
modified bank holiday and took full 


command of the nation’s currency. 


In a sweeping proclamation find- 
ing precedent only when the nation 
has been threatened by a foreign foe, 
the new chief executive ordered an 


embargo on exports of gold and sil- 
ver and prohibited the ear-marking 
of American gold for’foreign account. 

In addition, the proclamation au- 
thorized the issuance of clearing house 
certificates to provide a medium of 
exchange with which. ess can 
function during the holiday. 

Hardly had Mr. Roosevelt's proc- 
lamation been issued than the ques- 
tion arose whether the nation had de- 
parted from the gold standard, and 
the proclamation was widely inter- 
preted as having that effect. 

Secretary Woodin, however, was 
quick and emphatic in denying such 
was the case. He indicated that the 
cash windows of the treasury would 
be closed throughout the holiday and 
with the Federal Reserve banks 
closed. too, all redemption of cur- 
rency in gold would be stopped com- 
pletely. 

Mr. Roosevelt issued his proclama- 
tion less than 36 hours after he had 
stood before a great inaugural throng 
and pledged himself to seek war-time 
dictaterial powers of congress if and 
when the situation justified such a 
step. 

He did not wait to ask congres- 
sional permission. 

Returning from worship early in 
the afternoon he summoned his cabi- 
net into its first meeting and then 
called congressional leaders of both 
parties and senate and house into 
consultation. There followed a proc- 
lamation convening congress into spe- 
cial session on Thursday at noon. 

Thus the holiday proclaimed to- 
night overlaps the convening of con- 
gress hy a few hours. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Roosevelt plans to perfect 
a program of legislative action to 
meet the situation and if it cannot 
be enacted by Friday morning the 
holiday can be extended. It was in- 
dicated the proclamation and recon-

The purpose of the gathering was 
to prepare machinery for the issuance 
of the clearing house _ certificates. 
Woodin tonight said plans were still 
in an early stage, but would be per- 
fected and in operation by morning. 

Under the terms of the proclama- 
tion, calling for the conservation of 
gold stocks, it was assumed that re- 
demption of currency in gold by the 
treasury will be suspended during the 
holiday. 

The proclamation also placed an 
immediate embargo on all exports of 
gold and currency and provided for 
the issuance of clearing house cer- 
tificates to keep business functioning 
while the banks are closed. 

A bank desiring to remain open 
could do so if the secretary of the 
treasury grants it permission. Appli- 
cation for such permission would be 
made through the clearing house 
under which it operates.

‘he clearing house certificates 
would be based upon bank deposits. 
They would furnish a scrip money as 
a medium of exchange for the period 
of the bank holiday.

The gold and currency embargo was 
proclaimed under the provisions of the 
wartime trading with the enemy act 
which empowers the secretary of the

tunning until Thursday, the bank 
holiday would. continue until the day 
the new congress convenes in special 
session to enact a banking relief pro- 
gram which Mr. Roosevelt and his 
advisers are already formulating. 

Over in the treasury tonight Wil- 
liam H. Woodin, the new secretary; 
Ogden L. Mills, the retired secretary, 
and officers of the federal reserve 
board plunged immediately to the task 
of putting the machinery in order to 
give the nation a medium of exchange 
under terms of the proclamation. 

Mr: Roosevelt consulted with his 
cabinet, congressional leaders and eco- 
nomic experts before issuing his 
sweeping proclamation. 

At the White House it was said 
that the step had been in_ contem- 
plation and in the making for at least 
two weeks.

Work un the statement itself began 
today at 2:30 p. m. when the cabinet 
met and it was shaped through a con- 
tinuous series of conferences which 
lasted until within approximately 30 
minutes of the time it was mimeo- 
graphed for newspapermen. 

Among those who-went over the 
final draft wtih the president were 
Secretary Hull and Attorney General 
Cummings.

Earlier he had called 
congress into extraordinary session. 

An important and immediate con- 
sequence of tonight’s action was fore- 
seen by President Roosevelt’s advisers 
in the provision of uniform banking 
restrictions throughout the country 
instead of the various rules now in 
effect in the 48 states, 

The trading with the enemy act 
under which the president acted vests 
the secretary of the treasury with 
“the executive administration of any 
investigation, regulation or prohibi- 
tion of any transaction in foreign 
exchange, export or ear-marking of 
gold or silver coin or bullion or cur- 
rency, transfers or credit in form 
(other than credits relating solely to 
transactions to be executed wholly 
within the United States) and trans- 
fers of evidences of indebtedness or of 
ownership of property between the 
United States and any foreign country, 
or between the residents of one or 
more foreign countries, by any per- 
son within the United States.”

Congress Called To Convene 


By Roosevelt’s Proclamation 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(UP)—The text of President Roose- 
velt’s proclamation calling the special session follows: 


“Whereas public interest requires that the congress of the 
United States should be convened in extra session at 12 o'clock, 
noon, on the ninth day of March, 1933, to receive such commu- 
nications as may be made by the executive: 

“Now, therefore, 1, Franklin D. Roosevelt, president of the 
United States of America, do hereby proclaim and declare that 
an extraordinary occasion requires the congress of the United 
States to convene in extra session at-the capito! in the city of 
Washington on the ninth day of March, 1933, at 12 o’clock, 
noon, of which all persons who shall at that time be entitled to 
act as members thereof are hereby required to take notice. 

“In witness whereof, | have hereunto set my hand and caused 
to be affixed the great seal of the United States. 

“Done at the city of Washington this fifth day ef March, in 
the year of Our Lord, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three 
and of the independence of the United States the one hundred

stringency were felt beyond the bor- 
ders of the United States. President 
Machado, of Cuba, declared a bank- 
ing holiday until Thursday. The gov- 
ernor of Puerto Rico, where banks 
are dependent upon New York con- 
tacts, decreed a three-day moratorium 
effective Monday. 

There were no week-end changes in 
the foreign money centers, where for- 
eign exchange operations were gen- 
erally suspended. 

The New York Stock Exchange and 
other leading security and commodity 
futures exchanges, closed Saturday, 
were scheduled to continue the holi- 
day as the week opened, with lead- 
ers expecting early reopening. Cash 
markets for farm produce in ange 
and elsewhere were ready to make 
normal purchases. 

In the treasury building across the 
street from the White House, the new 
administration and the old worked late 
into the night perfecting the machin- 
ery of giving the nation a temporary 
medium of exchange. 

Mills, who gave his job last night 
to Woodin, and his corps of assistants 
stood shoulder to shoulder with the 
new treasury officials. It was as- 
sumed that the move had the indorse- 
ment of Mills. The big objective is 
to keep the wheels of business and in- 
dustry moving tomorrow when the 


‘new business week begins. 


Clearing house certiticates were re- 
sorted to in the 1907 crisis success- 
fully. These are used—almost as bank

Soon after a host of impatient news- 
papermen had been handed the presi- 
dent’s proclamation by his secretary,

He interpreted the situation as a 
state of “managed currency” and in 
this connection pointee to the situa- 
tion in Switzerland, where, he said, 
gold exports are forbidden, but the 
country remains on the gold standard. 

He went on to say that since the 
proclamation is designed to stop gold 
hoarding he felt it was within his pur- 
view a. secretary of the treasury to 
exercise broad power, but that noth- 
ing definite in this direction had been 
decided upon, 

The machinery of issuing the clear- 
ing house certificates, he continued, 
had not been perfected sufficiently to 
make it clear whether they would be 
uniform all over the country or would 
vary from state to state or from dis- 
trict to district as the federal reserve 
system cuts up the country. 

Necessarily. he added, postal sav- 
ings funds will be inaccessible tem- 
porarily because the local banking in- 
stitutions in which they are placed 
will be closed. 

The president’s action he declared 
to be a definite start up from the 
bottom, adding: 

“The people of the United States 
have courage. If they will have con- 
fidence now we will get out of our 
trouble rapidly.” 

Woodin pointed out that the proc- 
lamation did not affect the commodity 
and security markets. There was some 
speculation that the new administra- 
tion might prefer that they remain 
open on an assumption that a sus- 
pension of gold payments by the treas- 
ury wouldghave the effect of increas- 
ing commodity prices. But this was 
speculation and could not be con- 
firmed. 

As for the clearing house scrip, 
upon which Woodin’s associates were 
at work, the view was expressed in 
some quarters that banks are now 
with authority to do this under the 
Glass-Steagall bill enacted a year 
ago, 

Because of an apparent hesitancy 
on the part of the bankers to employ 
this form of scrip, it was under- 
stood the presidential proclamatiun 
was intended to empower the secre- 
tary of the treasury to “direct or re- 
quire” issuance of the certificates as 
well as officially to permit it. 

Throughout the day, the White 
House was beseiged with telephone 
calls from governors of the states, 
anxious to learn what the adminis- 
tration was planning. Many of these 
governors were in the city, here for 
a conference with the president to- 
morrow, in which the banking situa- 
tion assumed an importance that had 
not been planned for it. It had been 
omitted originally from the agenda. 

When the congressional conferees 
gathered with Mr. Roosevelt in mid- 
afternoon, he had these proclama- 
tions, drafted in full, but still un- 
signed, to show them. These varied in 
their scope and drasticness. It was 
believed that the proclamation finally 
decided upon was one of the more 
conservative ones. 

While Wall Street banks had little 
time to digest the procldmation, it was 
believed that plans would be perfected 
tomorrow to permit sufficient banking 
activity to accommodate the ready fi- 
nancing of a large volume of com- 
merce, until more permanent action 
could be tuken, 

It was explained that the emergency 
action allowed banks to reopen with 
permission cf the secretary of the 
treasury, and it was expected that 
many banks would do so, paying out 
clearing house certificates against 
limited withdrawals, and accepting 
salary and other checks for deposits, 
which as new accounts would be 100 
per cent withdrawable. 

It was noted that security and com- 
modity exchanges were not affected 
and it was acknowledged that they 
might resume business, perhaps under 
restrictions, for it was recalled that 
exchanges continued to function dur- 
ing the period in which clearing house 
certificates were widely used in 1907. 
However, it was explained that the 
exchanges were closed until Tuesday, 
at the earliest, and that no decision 
could be made as to when resumption 
of trading could start until the work- 
ings of the emergency bank plan were 
more fully understood. 

With all foreign exchange dealings 
suspended under the president’s proc- 
lamation, authentic quotations on 
dollars in terms of other currencies 
would presumably be lacking, so that 
it would be impossible to gauge the 
possible relations of price fluctuations 
in commodities and securities abroad, 
to American prices.

The 
church condemns it on the ground 
that divine authority assured men in 
another age that no signs will be giv- 
en of this kind. And yet the mod- 
ean witch doctors and _  doctoresses 
flourish more than ever. The age- 
old superstition still holds sway. As- 
surances of science avail nothing. 
Man seeks to unravel the future. He 
would be the unhappiest creature in 
the world if he knew exactly what 
destiny is in store for him. 


The witches and magicians, how- 
ever, know better than to foretell evil. 
They band out reassuring news by 
the bucketful. so to speak. Is this 
wrong? Is this harmful? Is it not 
better to sooth and sympathize than 
to be ruthless and deny timid souls 
even this slight and precarious con- 
solation? On the face of it, it seems 
hard to warn against the false proph- 
ets. But just because they are false, 
they must be denounced. For the 
sake of spiritual sanitation, for the 
sake of truth, the whole elan will 
have to be swept away some day and 
be put to tseful work. Only the 
truth can make us free. Lies or half- 
lies only.serve to perpetuate customs 
and beliefs that date from humanity’s 
infancy when fear ruled supreme in 
the world.

“T went there after midnight and 
knocked a window out with the stock 
of the gun and climbed through into 
the bedroom.

When he told me it was on 
a dresser I went over and gathered 
up the bills and what change I found 
and put it in my pocket. Then 1 shot 
the man.

Among the famous orations of the 
classic Greek period is that of 
Aeschines against Ctesiphon. It was 
conceived primarily in an unreason- 
able jealousy which Aeschines, known 
as the second orator of Greece, felt for 
Demosthenes, known as the first 
orator of Greece. Although the argu- 
ment of the oration was built on the 
false premise that Demosthenes was 
a traitor and a coward (the judgment 
of his own time and of posterity is 
that he was'a high-minded statesman, 
with single eyed devotion to Greece 
and her glory), it contains some fine 
philosophic reasoning, some intensely 
practical reflections on manners and 
morals. 


The senate of Athens had voted 
to give Demosthenes a golden crown 
commemorating his extraordinary 
service to the state. But before 
the resolution could be referred to 
the general assembly Aeschines 
nounced it. irregular and illegal in 
form and matter and thus he began 
& suit against Ctesiphon as the first 
mover in the matter. Resorting to 
# practice not unknown to shrewd 
lawyers of our own day, he sought 
to find technical flaws in the sen- 
ate’s decree and also to attack the 
integrity and sincerity of Demos- 
thenes. After disposing of the tech- 
nicalities he proceeds to show that 
ir. granting a crown to its citizens 
the people not only are judging 
themselves but are forming the 
characters of their children. Said 
he: “You know well that it is not 
music nor the gymnasia, nor the 
schools that moyld young men. it is 
much more the public proclamations, 
the public example. If you take one 
who mocks at morals and crown him 
in a theater, everybody who sees it 
is corrupted...The character of a 
city is determined by the character 
of the men it erowns.”

Mr. Walter Beinecke is a player of 
an extremely daring type. His favorite 
Bridge haunts in New York are the 
Whist Club, of which he has long 
been an honored member, and Crock- 
ford’s Club, where he finds much en- 
joyment in meeting the ranking play- 
ers of the world in the quarters of the 
club set aside for experts. Not only 
is he a very strong player, but he 
is, as well, a close student of the 
game. One of his theories, which. in- 
cidentally, is proved on the hand 
below, is that two four-card suits will 
most always produce an extra trick.

Sentimental Gentleman From Marietta, Ga., 
Reveals Why Babe Instructs Young Pitchers.

MOBILE, Ala, March 5.—Although none of them has ever been quite 
able to figure it out in al! these many years, our baseball pitchers still 
like nothing better than to get together once in awhile and talk over the 
proper way—if any—of pitching to George Herman Ruth.

Hasty, the sentimental gentleman from Marietta, Ga., and regarded by 
many-as being one of the very best right-handed pitchers in the Southern 
league today, giving his views on the subject during a session of cerebral 


gymnastics among the Cracker ball 
Robert Kellar being one of these 
serious individuals who rarely com- 
mits himself on anything, whether it 
concerns the fine points of baseball 
or a new seed crop for his 55-acre 
farm, held the undivided attention of 
the group with very much the same 
deference which Cicero must have 
elicited from the Roman senate.

continued. “And I'll even go further 
than saying that Babe Ruth would 
have killed a half dozen pitchers in 
his lifetime if he hadn’t applied him- 
self to pulling the ball sharply when 
he connected so as to keep it away 
from their noggins.” 

In thus revealing Ruth as a hu- 
manitarian, Hasty thereby unburdened 
himself of one of the rarest stories 
ever told. He related how the Bam- 
bino always instructed the young 
pitchers in the Yankee camp during 
practice never to try any funny stuft 
such as trying to make him chase a 
bad ball, for then. he could not con- 
trol his swing and was liable to 
knock one down their throats. 

“Ruth had never thought much 
about where he hit the ball until they 
brought the lively ball into the Ameri- 
can league; the first féw times he 
connected with that ball it traveled 
so fast that the pitchers couldn’t pos- 
sibly get out of the way or get their 
gloves ‘up in front of their faces to 
ward it off. 

“It was then that Babe began prac- 
ticing his swings so as to pull the ball 
high over the right-field fence on in- 
side pitches or slice the outside ones 
into left field.” Ps 

THE PROOF. 

Hasty, who was on Connie Mosck’s 
Athletics’ staff for five years, told of 
an instance which established’ the 
fact. There was another pitcher with 
the A’s when he first went up in 1920 
named Scott Perry, who was also 
with Atlanta once upon a time. Amer- 
ican league pitchers, even on rival 
clubs, were always passing around 
tips on how fo pitch to Ruth 

“One day Scott came to me and 
said he had foutid the secret of the 
Babe’s weakness; pitch him low and 
outside and he'll hit on the ground 
almost every time,” he said. 

“Since I’d tried everything else and 
failed, I decided to take this tip. 
Perry faced Ruth first and, with men 
on bases, gave him a low outside 
pitch. Ruth almost took Perry’s legs 
from under him, but the drive only 
went for a single. At least that was 
better than a home run. So when 
Mack sent me in the next time, I 
tried the same kind of ball. Ruth 
swung at one and missed. A little 
later I came back with one just like 
it. There was a crack of a bat and 
something that sounded like a bullet 
whistled past my head, burning the 
tip of my left ear like a red-hot iron. 
I didn’t have a chance to move, let 
alone duck. I turned and _ looked 
toward center field and there was the 
ball scooting along over the grass like 
a streak of lightning. Ruth, after 
reaching first base, turned and yelled 
at me not to ever try that pitch 
again or I was liable to get hurt. 

WASN’T WORTH IT. 

“Needless to say, I never did; I de- 
cided that if that was the proper way 
to pitch to Ruth, it wasn’t worth a 
suicide.” 

Another thing which has been detri- 
mental to pitchers who triéd to out- 
smart Ruth is the sentiment of the 
crowd. Hasty disclosed. Fans don’t 
like to see a pitcher trying to cross 
him up, or make him bite at a bad 
one. They want to see him hit. To 
heck with the pitcher. 

“Why once I had him 3-2 and then 
shot one in low in an effort to make 
him hit and can you imagine that 
onr own fans booed me loudly,” Hasty 
said. In all the times he faced Ruth 
Hasty struck him out but twice, and 
he isn’t sure yet that they were not 
accidents on both occasions.
